BIG PRICE PAID FOR A GOGEBIC MINE. 


The Pabst Property Sold to Illinois Parties 
for 400,000—Ita Product. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 10.—([Special.|— 
The Pabst mite, on the Gogebic range, was 
purchased today by the Metropolitan Iron & 
Land Company for $400,000. Several of the 
officers and heaviest stockholders in the 
Metropolitan Iron & Land Company are 
also interested in the Illinois Steel Company, 
and as they also control the Norrie mine it is 
expected that eventually tne ores from 
both mines will be brought to the 
new steel works which it is expected will be 
built at Bay View. However, H. S. Haselton, 
Secretary of the company, said this morning 
that for the present the ores would be mar- 
keted at Cleveland. The purchase includes 
a mining lease on eighty acres of land ad- 
joining tne mine. The officers of the Metro- 
polltan Iron & Land Company are: Presi- 
dent, S. S. Curry; Secretary, H. S. Hasel- 
ton; Treasurer, R. C. Hannah; Superin- 
tendent, J. D. Day. 

ne Pabst mine has been operated since

Senator Cullom Will Ask His Appointment 
as District Attorney in Southern Illinois,

The District Attorneyship for the Southern 

District of Illinois was defmitely settled to- 

day. Maj. James A. Connolly is the 

lucky recipient of Senator Cullom’s 
favor, the latter forwarding this aft 
ernoon his recommendation that the

FORT DODGE HAS A HIGHER AMBITION. 


Her Residents Protest Against Turning the 
Streets into a Cow Pasture. 

Fort Doper, Ia, June 10.—[Special.]— 
Citizens of Fort Dodge do not take kindly to 
cow rule. “Down with the Cow Queen,” 
continues the shibboleth of rebellious citi- 
zens. It is the only subject talked about on 
the streets by all manner of men. 
Attorneys have laid their briefs aside 
to discuss the latest phase of this 
novel question, and pbysicians forget their 
patients to talk about the immense mass- 
meeting that displayed the intensity of pop- 
ular teeling. The score of addresses deliv- 
ered by prominent and representative citi- 
zens were considered in all their bear- 
ings. Ex-County Attorney A. E. Clark 
and Attorney R. M. Wright de 
livered telling blows ‘against bovine 
supremacy. Wright ches re mark - 
able action of the Board of Aldermen calls 
down upon them not only the jeers and in- 
dignation of their own city but every city in 
the land. A neighboring paper remarked 
that Fort Dodge was still in the flint-lock 
era and should put on wooden shoes. 
It was declared that the town was 
much farther back in the scale ot civiliza- 
tion, and Pluto was quoted as putting in the 
mouth of Socrates the statement that any 
city government that allowed stock torun 
upon the streets was a worthless govern- 
ment. This, it was claimed put Fort Dodge 
away back in the year 400 B. C. At 
the same meeting a remark of one 
Alderman who voted for the obnoxious ordi- 
nance that in his estimation the cows of the 
city were worth more than all the industries 
of the city created a sensation. Every possi- 
ble argument is being brought to bear 
on the Aldermen to get them to re 
scind the ordinance. Leading citizens 
assert that the growth of the town: will 
be checked as a result of the reputation of 
the city as a cow yard.’’ Prospective in- 
vestors are beginning to look with disdain 
upon atown ruled by the cow. Citizens ap- 
preciate this fact. So keenly is the action 
appreciated by prominent men that ex-State 
Senator Miservey offers hundreds of ac:es of 
pasturage free if the Aldermen will 
only relieve the city from the galling 
yoke of cow bondage. A committee of five, 
consisting of A. E. Haskell, Vice-President 
Fort Dodge National Bank; C. L. Granger, 
ex-City Mayor; E. M. Cullen, J. B. Butler, 
and J. F. McNamara, all prominent business- 
men, will wait upon the Board of Aldermen 
tomorrow to prevail upon them to rescind 
their action. The action of staid and dig- 
nifiea citizens saluting every passing cow by 
raising their hats creates much merriment 
on the streets. 


OSTRICHES AT THE STATE FAIR, 


A Flock of Seven of the Great Birds to Be 
Placed on Exhibition. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 10.—(Special.]— 
The Illinois State Board of Agriculture has 
secured a flock of African ostriches as a 
novelty for the coming fair. An inclosure 
will be constructed of wire that visitors 
may obtain an unobstructed view of these 
monarchs of the feathered kingdom. The 
flock will consist of seven birds, full grown, 
and will be on exhibition during the entire 
weels of the State Fair. Students of orni- 
thology will be afforded every opportunity 
to study the habits und characteristics of 
these rare birds. The expense of securing 
this attraction was too great for one State 
board to incur, and it could only be done by 
pooling the expense and engaging the gs- 
tritches for the month of Septemoer by l 
respective Boards of Agriculture of Iowa, 
Nebraska, Kansas, and IIIinois. 


MADE THINGS LIVELY FOR THE NATIVES. 


A Desperado Terrorizes the Town of Golden 
City, Mo., but Is Finally Captured. 

GoLpEN City, Mo., June 10.—[Special. |—A 
few minutes after 10 o’ciock today an un 
known desperado galloped into town and 
proceeded to enforce a proprietorship over 
the whole place. He was heavily armed, 
and rode up and down the street shooting 
and shouting. He forced some peopie to 
sing and others to dance, and frightened 
everybody. He fired into saloons, stores, 
and houses, and then galloped out of town. 
A posse was quickly organized, and a pursuit 
pegun. In a running fight the fugitive’s 
horse was killed, but he made a farmer give 
up an animal, which was also killed. The 
posse had Winchesters, and they shot the 
desperado several times. He was picked up 
badly wounded. and is in jail, and not ex- 
pected tolive.

ARE THE TOWERS UNSAFE? 


OPINIONS AS TO THE SECURITY OF 
THE EXPOSITION BUILDING. 


Architect Baumann and Engineer Schortt 
Think the Stracture Is in a Dangerous 
Condition—Criticisms on the Trestle 
Work—John F. Reynolds Declares That 
There Is Not the Slightest Cause for 
Apprehension— He Says the Dome Sup- 
ports Are New. 


“In the first place the Exposition Build- 
ing is old, and was originally constructed on 
a light, temporary plan,” said Architect Fred 
Baumann yesterday afternoon while talking 
to a TRIBUNE reporter about the condition of 
the building in question. “The towers, 
which have long since ceased to be interest- 
ing pieces of architecture on account of the 
great artistic improvements mage in building 
since the exposition was constructed—about 
sixteen years ago—are heavy and supported 
on the frailest sort ot wooden trestles. When 
the towers were first placed on the building 
they were doubtful in their security; but 
now, taking into considerauon the decay of 
the wooden trestles and the weakening 


effect of the weather, the towers are abso- 
lutely dangerous. 


“The other parts of the building are not 
strictly insecure, and ifthe towers were re- 
moved might pe fit for many years’ service. 
The cost of strengthening and improving the 
structure would be small. In fact, 1 believe 
that the material removed would almcst pay 
for the expense. The total cost could not ex- 
ceed $2,000, and that is a high estimate, to 
my thinking. 

“I do not say that the towers will tumble 
tonight or tomorrow, but if there comes a 
storm the building is ina condition to be 
greatly weakened, and if it does not sustain 
serious apparent damage at the time is liable 
to go to destruction any day afterwards. 

“I don’t know how much pressure the 
wooden trestles bear, but it is great, nearly 
as much as would nowadays be placed on 
steel trestiework. It is an old-fashioned 
building, the exposition is, and does not ac- 
cord with modern ideas of secure and beauti- 
ful architecture. 

NO FAITH IN TESTS. 

No doubt when it was first built, after 
the big fire, it was a sightly structure 
and a model building of its kind, but has 
been allowed to stand too long. All the tests 
and examinations which are made are of no 
avail. How are men to reckon the strength 
of so vast a building by looking at it and 
walking through it? They cannot tell what 
effect the weather has had on the building, 
nor bow much the woodwork has been sub- 


jected to decay. The building has stood long 


enough for a structure of the kind, and by 
ullowing it to remain standing and in use is 
tempting fate. There is no telling when the 
building will be crushed by the fail of the 
towers, and perhaps many lives will be lost. 
Then, too, men can be none too careful about 
large buildings of that kind, and when the 
safety of one of these structures is sub- 
ject to a reasonable doubt it is high time to 
pay some attention to it. 

“To make the necessity of removing the 
towers more apparent I must tell you that 
the discussion concerning their safety is by. 
no means new. Inave several times brought 
the matter before the public through the 
columns of Tue Trisuns, and it is high time 
that something was do 

It takes no professional architect to dis- 
cern the weakness of the support given the 
towers by the wooden trestles. Let any one 
ot ordinary judgmevtenter the Exposition 
Butiding and he looks. to 
see those heavy towers above him, supported 
only by circular wooden trestles. And what 
must be nis surprise when told that they 
have stood there for sixteen years, through 
summer and winter, and sunshine and 
storm. 

„The public should be protected by all 
means, and as the towers are unsafe they 
should be removed. Inspections do not 
strengthen a building, and do no good what- 
ever. There was justsuch a discussion in 
Berlin some years ago about a church steeple 
which had stood for many years on a frail 
founaation. One day it was thoroughiy in- 
spected and pronounced perfectly safe.’ 
The next morning it was in ruins, having 
failen during the night. Of course the in- 
spectors were laughed it, and every one was 
thankful that no lives had been lost.

ENGINEER SCHORTT’S VIEW. 

“From a superficial inspection,” said Mr.

‘They are supported 
by miserable wooden trestles, and look as 
though they might be expected to topple at 
any moment. I have never asked as to 
how the pressure is distributed, but from the 
looks of the supports I would say that the 
towers are supported by trestles which would 
bear little weight beyond their own. 

„% When a doubt arises as to the safety of a 
building prompt attention should be paid to 
it, and immediate steps taken to either re- 
move the insecure structure or to strenthen 
it so that itis beyond danger. My opinionof 
the exposition is founded on the looks of the 
building, guided by my experience in suen 
matters, and I do not pretend that it is con- 
clusive. Iieave to others a more careful, 
minute, and conscientious examination of the 
building, and while expecting the result to 
confirm my conclusions I am prepared for 
modifications.“ 

“tne Exposition Building is perfectly 
safe,” said John P. Reynolds. The trusses 
supporting the towers are neither old nor 
decayed, for they are new ones, placed in the 
building only afew years ago. Mr. W. W. 
Bovington, the architect of the building, to- 
gether with the City Engineer, examined the 
buildimg this morning, and pronounced it 
perfectly safe. Every effort has been made 
to make the building safe and secure and 
with perfect success. Those persons who 
criticise the building are ignorant of the re- 
modeling and improving which nave been 
done. Our men have gone over every part 
of the structures, and the exposition has 
been made as secure as any building in the 
city. The cause of our excessive solicitude 
as to the safety of the building is the ap- 
proaching summer musical festival. If we 
had thought the building unsafe we would 
not have allowed the festival to be held in it. 
We would be glad to have any competent en- 
gineer or architect examine the building and 
report as to its condiuon.“ 


FIFTEEN MILLION ACRES FORFEITED. 


The Great Texas Land Case Decided 
Against the Southern Pacific Road. 

Ausrix, Tex., June 10.—[Special.|—The 
celebrated case of the State against the Texas 
railways for forfeiture of 15,000,000 acres of 
land was decided today. Several months 
ago Attorney General Hogg began suit in the 
court against the Southern Pacific Railway 
and other lines for the return to the State of 
15,000,000 acres of land which had been given 
to the railways on certain conditions. These 
conditions the State showed were violated 
and the forfeiture of the lands was de- 
manded. Judge Key decided in favor of the 
State and held that the railroads had will- 
fully violated the conditions and had no title 
to the lands. A great portion of. the lands 
has passed into other hands, having been 
sold by the railroads, and under the decision 
the supposed owners have no titles.

Be- 
fore witnesses were placed on the stand yes- 
terday morning the jurors hada consulta- 


tion with the Coroner and the State’s At- 


They discussed tne evidence already 
given and came to the unanimous conclusion 
that enough had been adduced as to the 
motive of the murder and the principal in- 
stigators. The Coroner was then requested 
for the future to confine the witnesses to the 
facts concerning the murder and: Dr. Cro- 
nin’s abduction.

gation. Then the Cronin documents will 
most hkely be made public. There is suffi- 
cient evidence already in to hold at least 
three Chicagoans to the grand jury without 
bail on the charge of murder. The impression 
among the jurors is that the public has been 
sufficiently enlightened as to the methods of 
the Clgan-na-Gael, the operations of the tri- 
anglers, and the general character of the 
suspects. Public opinion is decidedly against 
them, and the number of their supporters is 
quite limited. This being the case there is 


no occasion to press matters much further 


before the Coroner’s jury. 
THE GRAND JURY. 

All the testimony will have to be gone over 
again before a grand jury. State’s Attorney 
Longenecker took the first step yesterday to- 
ward securing first-class men to serveon 
that body. The regular grand jury for the 
month was excused on the ground that the 
State’s Attorney had not time to attend the 
proceedings of that body. He will have 
time to attend to the proceedings of 
a special grand jury to be selected by the 
Sheriff next week. Mr. Longenecker long 
ago determined that the Cronin case should 
go toaspecial grand jury that would not 
have a weak ordoubtful member. This be- 
ing determined, and enough evidence kaving 
been adduced to hold the suspects already in 
sight, there does not seem tg be any sufii- 
cient reason for drawing out the inguiry be- 
fore the Coroner to much greater length. 
Moreover, it would not be prudent to reveal 
all the testimony against the suspects at this 
stage of the investigation. 

Mike Whelan’s testimony yesterday was 
the most important for what it told. but 


Harry Jordan’s was the most important for 


what it attempted to conceal. Whelan has a 
good face, and, though evidently embarrassed 
on account of his relationship with P. O. 
Sullivan, the iceman, and his comradeship 
with Detective Coughlin, he told a fairly 
straight story. 1 
WHAT HIS CAPTAIN TOLD HIM, 
Whelan had been only two or tbree days in 
the case when Schaack told him to let the 
matter drop to attend to district duty. Both 
Schaack and Coughlin deceived him about 
the white horse. It was not Dinan’s horse, 
said Schaack, that was used to drive Cronin 
the fatal night. Schaack was also so care- 
less about looking up Coughiin’s mysterious 
man Smith that Whelan did not pay much 
attention to the matter. His testimony, 
however, told heavily against Coughlin, 
who evidently had lied about this 
Smith.

JORDAN'S REMARKS ADOUT CRONIN. 


He Is Questioned at Length Before the 
Coroner's Jury Concerning Them. 

Henry J. Jordan, living at No. 304 South 
Morgan street, 2 barkeeper, at present out 
of employment, said that he met McGeehan 
last February in Curry’s saloon at Clark 
and Lake streets, where Jordan was 
working at tne time. Jordan said he in- 
troduced McGeehan to . Conway. 
thereby contradicting McGeehan, and 
said he might possibly have introduced 
him to Coughlin, with whom he had been ac- 
quainted for about four years. He was ac- 
quainted with Dr. Cronin, and had no partic- 
ular like or dislike for him. Dr. Cronin was 
his physician in 1884 or 1885. He denied hav- 
ing made ony statement in a saloon about 
Dr. Cronin. e denied having said that he 
would not pick Dr. Cronin’s body outofa 
sewer if he saw it there. Jordan said he 
never worked at McCoy’s Hotel, but 
used to go there often. McGeehan, 
he said, borrowed $ from him March 

or 4 and has not paid it. Admitting 
his acquaintance with Hugh McGee of tne 
Sherman House he couldn’t remember any 
conversation he had with him. He said he 
never used the expression to McGeehan that 
he hated to go to Cronin’s camp. 

“Please rise from your chair and face the 
jury,“ said the Coroner. “Nowl will ask 
you under oath, did you ever in Conklin’s 
saloon after May 23 use this expression: ‘I 
would not pick Cronin’s body out of the sewer 
if I saw it there,’ or anything like it!“

He met him one night—it might have been 
May 4—in Dolan’s saloon. Could not tell 
whether or not they had any conversation 
about Cronin’s disappearance. Jordan talked 
with Conway, Moss, and Joseph Byrnes 
about a week after Cronin’s disappearance. 
These men were positive that Cronin had 
been murdered. Jordan had a different idea 
because he could see no reason why Cronin 
should have been murdered. Jordan said he 
first heard of Cronin’s disappearance Monday 
morning, though Sunday night he was in 
Conklin’s saloon at 11:30. 

“Give us your opinion of what you thought 
of Dr. Cronin’s disappearance?”

HE DOES NOT TRUST THE POLICE, 


Tom Whelan Thinks the Officers Would 
Do Most Anything. 

Thomas Whelan, the brother of ex-Detect- 
ive Mike Whelan, is the man who lives in the 
house which belongs to P. O. Sullivan in 
Lake View, the latter boarding with Whe- 
lan’s family. The men employed by Sullivan 
also board there. Whelan is a gripman on 
the North Side cable road, running on the 
Lincoln avenue line. According to his state- 
ment he leaves home eariyin the morning 
and gets back about 70’clock in the evening, 
retiring early, usually before 9 o’clock. 
As a consequence he _ spends little 
time at home and does not see 
much of what goes on aboutthe house. He 
is a first cousin of Sullivan but does not be- 


long to the United Brotherhood. He reached 


home Saturday, May 4, he said, as usual, 
about 7 o’clock, and retired about 8:45. The 
next day he was at work the same as week 
days. Saturday when he reached home Sul- 
livan was there and went to bed at 8:30. Sul- 


livan's room is up-stairs, Whelan’s on the 


first floor adjoining the dining-room. Whe- 
lan said he did not see Sullivan again until 
Sunday evening, May 5. They had a little 
talk. Nothing was said about the Cronin 
matter beyond a statement by Sullvan that 
his card had been us to take the 
doctor away, and that Mr. Conklin had been 
there to inquire abous it. He persisted in 
calling the unfortunate doctor Mr. Cron- 
ing.“ Later in the evening Patrick McGarry 
came in to look for Dr. Cronin or find out 
how Sullivan’s card came to be used. 

Whelan said that Sullivan was not in the 
habit of being out at night, but was “a great 
man for sitting in the house.“ Whelan was 
much surprised to learn that he was sus- 
pected of complicity in such a crime, — 

Whelan was examined with reference to 
the relative location of the Carlson cottage 
and Sullivano’s house, and said that by cut 
ting across the prairie aman could go and re- 
turn from one to the other in a few minutes, 
the distance being 150 to 200 feet. 

HE SLEPT SOUNDLY. 

“After you went to bed that Saturday 
night,” said Coroner Hertz, “for all you 
know Sullivan might have gone over there 
and staid all night and come back the next 
morning “ c 

„ don’t think he left the house.” 

But Whelan said that ne was usually 
tired out when he got home and slept quite 
soundly. Sullivan could easily have got up 
and gore down in his stocking feet without 
Whelan hearing him. He denied that Sulii- 
van ever brought in a new lounge or a car- 
pet. He never saw a can of brown paint in 
the house. Wher Sulhvan's name was first 
connected with the case Whelan became 
afraid that somebody might leave something 
in the house so thatit could afterwards be 
“discovered” and used against him. His 
wife told the men to be sure to keep the barn 
locked. The police tried to persuade the 
washerwoman that she had been washing 
men’s bloodstained garments the week after 
the murder, and the washerwoman told his 
wife about it. 

Tom Whelan did not know of any of Sul- 
livan’s men getting hurt at any time, but 
said there was a good deal of sickness among 


them. He had not seen them when sick, but 


had heard about their complaining. Sul- 
livan himself suffered a great deal with dys- 
pepsia, and last summer talked about getting 
adoctor to attend him regularly. Whelan 
was acquainted with Dr. Cronin, having 
been treated by him for rheumatism four or 
five years ago. But he never recommended 
the doctor to Sullivan. The latter told him 
that be had made a contract with the doctor 
for the year. 

Whelan denied being acquainted with the 
Carlsons, although he had lived in Sullivan’s 
bouse for eighteen months, and said he never 
spoke to Sullivan about the men who rented 
the Carlson cottage, or saw him speak to 
them, or beard him speak about them. He 
visited Sullivan atter the latter was arrested 
and placed in jail. Sullivan asked him to get 
au attorney for him, and Mike and Tom W he- 
lan both went to see Donahue and retained 
bim. Tom did not remember hearing Mike tell 
Donahue that it looked badiy for Sullivan. 

Tom Whelan also knew Dan Coughlin. He 
knew all-the officers along his line and used 
to see Coughlin often on Clark street—not 
to talk to him, but _ passing. He never 
saw Coughiin at Sullivan’s house. When the 
police and the Mayor asked Whelan if they 
could search his house he was only too will- 
ing to have it done so as to satisfy them that 
there was nothing suspicious. o repeated 
that he feared that those who appeared to be 
interested in connecting Sullivan with the 
case would leave something in the house 
that would look suspicious, and therefore he 
desired that a search be made. 


# SUSPICIOUS OF THE POLICE. 

He thought that the police would do 
most anything to get proof against Suili- 
van. This remarkable statement, coming 
from the brother of a police officer, was made 
the subject of a number of questions by the 
Coroner, but nothing more was drawn out 
than a repetition of the statement that those 
people who were working on the case would 
be willing to do most anything. 

The Coroner asked when the carpet in the 
front hall was taken up. Whelan said that 
there never had been a carpet there. Hedid 
not know, however, whether the floor was 
‘painted or not, saying that he always en- 
tered and left the house * the back door,

Even when Sullivan was arrested he 
had no more anxiety than at first. He never 
thought there was anything in the charge, 
and did not think so now.

SEARCHING FOR THOMAS GOEHEGAN, 


The Police Would Like to Have Mrs, Conk- 
lin See the Man. 

The police are now looking for Thomas 
Goehepan in order that he may be taken be- 
fore Mrs. Conklin to see if she can identify 
him as the driver of the white horse that 
drew Dr. Cronin to the Carlson cottage. It 
is admitted that the grounds for suspecting 
Goehegan are not yet strong. He has been 
described to Mrs. Conklin and his pict- 
ure, which is in the rogues’ gallery, has 
been shown her. Mrs. Conklin said the de- 
scripticn would fit the driver, but she could 
not positively id wtify the picture. She said, 
however, that it looked more like the driver 
than any of the many pictures she had been 
asked to examine. 

It is not known by the police where Goehe- 
gan is at present. When in Chicago his usual 
residence is on the North Side, in 
the district made notorious by the 
„Market street gang“ of thieves. Goe- 
hegan is a thief. He served ten 
vears in the penitentiary at Jackson, Mich., 
Tor assault and robbery. He was released 
from that prison about eight years ago, and 
since then hasserved three years for burglary 
in the Michigan City, Ind., penitentiary. He 
was next in trouble in Ashland, Wis., where 
he was arrested on a charge of burglary 
about two years ago. He escaped from jail 
and was at liberty for about a year, when he 


was arrested in this city on “general prin- 


ciples’? and recognized as a fugitive from 
Ashland. When sent back to Wisconsin the 
charge against him failed and he was re- 
leased. 

Frank Woodruff, alias Black, one of the 
men indicted for the murder of Dr. Cronin, 
knows Goehegan. He says that he was in- 
troduced to him at No. 18 Clinton street by a 
woman. The introduction took place about 
two weeks before Dr. Cronin’s death. Wood- 
ruff says he never had any dealings with 
Goehegan and that the latter went to Okla- 
homa with the boomers. | 

It has been said that Goehegun is a friend 
of Dan Coughlin. Ine police claim to 
know nothing about this, but they 
Say it is quite likely that having been 
a detective on the North Side, where 
Goehegan hung out, Coughlin knew him. 
The lucality frequented by Goehegan on 
Market street, near Chicago avenue, is not 
farfrom the place where the expressman 
who hauled the furniture from No. 117 Clark 
street to the Carlson cottage was hired, and 
for this reason the police would like to have 
the expressman see him.

NEW XORK POLICE DENY IT, 


The Statement Credited to Luke Dillon Is 
Regarded as a Fake. 

New York, June 10.— [Special. A great 
sensation was created in Irish circles today 
by the announcement that some arrests 
would be made in New York before night 
in connection with the murder of 
Dr. Cronin. The statement was credited to 
Luke Dillon of Philadelphia, who is now in 
Chicago representing the Clan-na-Gael in the 
East in the effort to run down the murderers. 

“I don’t believe Mr. Dulon ever said 80.“ 
remarked one of his friends to a reporter. 
“lt is another fake gotten up by the friends 
of the murderers to throw the Chicago police 
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tion to arrest anybody Dillon wouid not be 
such a fool as to.announce it beforehand.” 

Inspector Byrnes denied all knowledge of 
even the intention to make arrests in con- 
nection with the Cronin case, and said that 
he had no men watching anybody. No 
message had come from Chicago to 
arrest any one, and without author- 
ity from Chicago he could do noth- 
ing. The Inspector evidently did not care to 
discuss the subject further; but, while Irish 
Nationalists who ought to ‘know what they 
are talking about deny the story, they are 
free to admit that there are men in this city. not 
alone in sympathy with the murderers of 
Cronin and anxious to aid in their escape, 
but actually in tne plot that selected the Chi- 
cago physician for its first victim. 

In spite of all disclaimers, however, itis ev- 
ident that some movement is going on be- 
neath the surface looking to strong legal ac- 
tion inthe future. Constant telegraphic and 
epistolary communication is kept up with 
Chicago, Philadelphia, and other cities, 
but thosé conducting it are extremely reti- 
cent as to its precise objects. It is also evi- 
dent that large sums of ae f are being 
raised among the Clan-na-Gael men to con- 
tinue the hunt for the murderers, but it is 
also evident that there is a faction opposed 
to their prosecution.

Beggs was 
decidedly angry. 

But it was 2 until after adjournment that 
he allowed his temperto get the better of 
his judgment. It occurred at the central 
elevator landimg on tne fourth floor, Chief 
Hubbard, John F. Scanian, and a third man 
were talking while waiting for the elevator. 
Beggs approached. Ihe sight of Scanian 
seemed to infuriate him. He stepped up to 
Scanlan. :

HE DID NOT WRITE SUCH A LETTER. 


Absurd Attempt to Make Luke Dillon In- 
dorse Alexander Sullivan. 


New York, June 10.— [Special. The fol- 
lowing dispatch, dated Chicago, June 9, was 
received yesterday: 

Never wrote letter to Leonard of Fall River in 
my life and never used such language as I am 
credited with. LUKE DILLON. 

The letter repudiated by Mr. Dillon was 
published Saturday and consisted mainly of 
a defense of Alexander Sullivan, the writer 
averring that the statement“ that Sullivan 
or any circle, camp, or board, instigated or 
abetted this act is false.“ 

The day of the publication of this letter 
Mr. Dillon was a witness in Chicago at the 
Cronin inquest. His testimony, carefully 
worded and given with a deliberateness and 
solemnity that carried with it the weight of 
conviction, coutained this startiing state- 
ment: “I believe Alexander Sullivan is re- 
sponsible for this murder, if not a priucipal.“ 

Dr. McCahey, who was a warm personal 
friend of Dr. Cronin, said yesterday: When 
I saw the dispatch from Fall River 
in the papers I immediately __ tele- 
graphed the substance of it to Dil- 
lon, and his reply was an emphatic de- 
nial of its authorship. Of course I knew 
the letter was a forgery the moment 
I saw it, and I knew that its publication, 
timed as it was to meet the evidence of 
Mr. Dillon, was an attempt to throw discredit 
on his testimony. But the schemers seem to 
me to be adding stupidity to their villainy. 


| With the telegraphic facilities of the present 


day such a thing as this bold forgery could 
be ventilated within an bour of its publica- 
tion. That Mr. Dillon could write such a let- 
ter, knowing what he does, 1s an utter im- 
possibility.“ . 


It is stated that such a letter as that re- 
ferred to concerning Alexander Sullivan 
was written. Parties approached Dilloa and 
asked nim to sign it. Dillon temporized with 
a view to drawing out the plotters. They 
thought they had him, and tne letter was 
forwarded to the triangle adherents. John 
M. Leonard, who is said to have published 
the letter, is a member of the Clan-na- 
Gael Executive. He was in New 
York May 14, when John F. Beggs 
of Chicago was there. Maurice Wilhere of 
Philadelphia, a bitter partisan of the trian- 
le, was there at the same time. Beggs, 
Vilnere, Ronayne, the Secretary of the 
Clan-na-Gael Executive, and J. J. Rogers of 
Brooklyn were in conference about this date, 
The story that Cronin bad gone to England 
emanated from this conference, also the 
bogus cablegram to the effect that Le Caron 
said he was a friend of Dr. Cronin. It was 
part of the policy of siander. it may be 
added that Wilhere, Leonard, Rogers, and 
Ronayne have been shouting themselves 
hoarse saying that Dr. Cronin 1s not dead, 


MR. SULLIVAN WAS FOUND BLAMELESS 


Text of the Majority Reports in the Clan- 
na-Gael Investigation. 

Rochester Unton: Following is the text of the 
long-expected majority reports in the Clan-na- 
Gael investigation. The first report is dated 
Jan. 16, 1889, addressed to the U. B., and runs as 
follows: 


The undersigned, of your committee appoint- :

acquitted of all charges preferred against him, 
and the undersigned, for himseif, has no hesi- 
tancy in reporting that no evidence whatever 
was introduced tending to connect said Sullivan 
with @ny act even incorrect or negligent, to say 
nothing of the acts charged against him; that, 
on the contrary, the testimony adduced full 
convinced the undersigned of the manho 
honor, integrity, and patriotism of Alex- 
ander Sullivan; that by a vote of 4 to 2 D. 
C. Feeley is likewise acquitted of ail charges, 
and the undersigned for himself finds that there 
was no evidence against Feeley to sustain the 
charges preferred, whether of misappropriation 
of funds, neglect of —— and their families, 
or otherwise, and said Feeley has been an honest 
and patriotic officer of our order. Your commit 
tee finds 8 that the family of Capt. 
Lomasney was sorely neglected and left desti- 
tute, and the undersigned finds that said neglect 
was cuipable and deserving of severe condemna- 
tion; that while there was proof that funds had 
been provided for said family by Mr. Boland, who 
then a sole charge of matters, either 
through the dishonesty of Boland's agents 
or the fault of the system then ina mee by the ex- 
ecutive, the funds did not reach said family; that, 
in the juagment of the undersigned, the system 
of conveying funds in such cases must be improved 
and a method adopted by which the responsibil- 
ity of such neglect in the future can be fixed for 
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and the undersigned finds that there was no evi- 
dence on which to base a contrary conclusion. 
The undersigned deems it imprudent at this time 
to enlarge further or set forth evidence for rea- 
sons familiar to the members of the order. Re- 
spectfuily submitted.

LT concur in all the foregoing and adopt same 
as my report. Respectfully, C. F. ByRwgs.”’ 

The second report, which was dated Sept. 26, 
1888. is as follows: 

“The committee appointed ~ f the joint con- 
vention of the I. N. B. and the U. B. at Chicago 
June 30. 1888. respectfully reports: That your 
committee assembled June 30, 1888. and July 30, 
1888, and Aug. 20 and 21. 1888, and Sept. 6, 7, 8, 9, 
10, 11, 12, 18, 14, 15, and 16, 1888; hat two sets of 
charges were referred to your committee b 
Luke Dillon against three members of the F. C. 
and one by John Devoy — the same; 
that both accusers an all of the 
accused appeared before your commit- 
tee and a large number of witnesses 
were examined and every opportunity given on 
both sides respectively to establish the truth or 
a of the charges, and your committee finds: 
(1) That during the period advan in. the 
charges of Luke Dillon Alexander Sullivan was 
not a member of the F. C., and all of said 
charges were dismissed as to Alexander Sulli- 
van. (2) That as to Michael Boland and Dennis 
C. Feeley all said charges were dismissed except 
that Fond committee find said Michael Boland 
and Dennis C. Feeley guilty of ‘careless neg- 
lect’ of the family of a certain person who 1s 
believed to have lost his life in active work. 
Your committee further finds: (1) That to each 
specification and charge made by John Devoy 
against three members of the F. C. that each 
specification and charge should be dismissed. 
(2) That the testimony taken before your com- 
mittee fully justifies the resolution adopted by 
the joint convention in relation to C. H. McCar- 
thy, who your committee thinks should be full 
restored to the confidence and honors of the U. 
B. Your committee. owing to certain circum- 
stances now transpiring or about to transpire, 
refrains from entering atlength into a statement 
of facts and reasons on which the 1 find- 
ings and decisions have been reached; but re- 
serves the right at a future time to set forth the 
facts and reasons more extensively than your 
committee pow believes to be safe or wise.

But in seeking to 
reform they should not push to the tront 
and seek to be leaders—for prominence 
begets envy, 
ice begets exposure, and the un- 
fortunate even if repentant criminal is 
dragged down to his former level.

Beggs is a conspicuous example of this error 
in a man of former bad reputation seeking a 
new home where he may practice his profes- 
sion and move in the ranks of respectability 
and honor. 

It is undoubtedly the duty of the Irish Re- 
publican Club to go further in its work of 
discipline.

Notwithstanding Unfavorable Weather the 

Horses Entered for the American Derby 
Are in Fairly Good Conditlon— Trainers 
Who Express Themselves as Having the 
Winners in Their String—Spokane’s 
Lameness Only a Bluff—Gossip About 

the Animals at Washington Park. 


The sixth renewal of the American Derby is 
only nine days from a decision, and, notwithstand- 
ing the unfavorable weather of the last three 
weeks, the prospects indicate the greatest race 
ever run for the event, While the weather has 
been ofacharacter to produce sore and sick 
horses rather than to favor the preparation of 
horses for valuable engagements, and while 
there are numerous revorts of coughs, distem- 
per, splints, and worse leg troubles, the Ameri- 
can Derby candidates have nevertheless com- 
paratively few representatives in the complain- 


ing list. 
Galen, French Park, and Louis P. have pulled 


up lame and Salvator has thrown out a splint. 
These are the only mishaps reported so far, ana 
Secretary Brewster, who dreaded the effects of 
the weather, is happy. He bas reports of proba- 
ble starters from ali quarters, and if the promises 
of owners and trainers be realized a field of over 
twenty will face the flag. That the value of »ec- 
ond and third moneys will cause @ number of 
colts having a possible chance to go to the post 
is certain; but, after allowing for this influence 
in favor of a big field, a reasonable estimate of 


the field that will compete in the great race may 
be considered from twelve to fifteen. 

Among the Derby candidates now at Washing- 
ton Park are Spokane, Sorrento, Once Aguin, 
Flood Tide, Teuton, Metal, Vidette, Chandler, 
and Wahsatch.

SPOKANE. 

Spokane has not had a fast move since he won 
the Clark Stakes at Louisville. He has. how- 
ever, been galloped regularly and is in splendid 
condition, playful as a kitten and ready to do 
any amount of work. When he goes out to exer- 
cise he usually starts off on a trot, in which his 
action indicates lameness, but after going about 
a hundred vards he squares away and moves 
smoothly. In galloping or speeding he does not 
manifest the slightest trace of lameness. 

None of the descriptions of him which have 
been published have done him justice. He is the 
ideal type of a racehorse. A more highly formed 
thoroughbred was never seen at Washington 
Park. As the thoroughbred is described he is a 
chestnut, with a blaze and two white stockings 
behind. Toa trotting horseman he would be a 
strawberry roan. Nine horsemen out of ten 
would call him a roar, and that description 
would perfectly fit his hind-quarters, Standing 
sixteen hands high, possessing a big frame, fine 
bone, and an abundance of muscle, and being as 
clean cut as a greyhound from muzzle to heels, 
at a glance he would fill the eye of a conuois- 
seur. In action he preserves all the beauty he 
presents in repose. 

Noah Armstrong, his owner, was out early yes- 
terday morning to see the coltexercise. He was 
in good humor, having just received a telegram 
from bis sons at Seattle, saying his big ware- 
house was not burned, as reported. and only his 
stable was destroyed. That meant a loss of 
$25,000, with 810.000 insurance, and he had been 
figuring his losses by the Seattle fire at $200,000, 

HE HOPES TO WIN. 

He said he had come here hoping to win the 
Derby, and expected to, and concluded by ask- 
ing: Ain't be a _ fine-looking horse?’ John 
Rodegap, who trains Spokane, said: Ot course 
I came here to win the Derby, and nobody will 
try harder than I will He's lame, I 
know. At least they all say he is 
lame, but he is no lamer than he was when 
he won the Kentucky Derby and Clark Stakés. 
In trotting he goes clumsily at first, having a 
sort of a flop, and every time he is seen atit 
away goes the report that he is lame. The morn- 
ing before he won the Clark Stakes he was no- 
ticed flopping along, and trainers and owners 
begun touting him as dead lame and having no 
chance to win. Old EliJordan, who had watched 
him closely from the time he arrived in Louis 
ville, told his friends to hold on, the horse was 
only fooling, he did the same thing before the 
Derby.“ 

Once Again is in Ed Brown’s (Brown Dick) 
stable. Dick has astring of twelve at work. 
Those who have watched Onq Again like him, 
and express the opinion that he will-be founda 
better horse than his races in Kentucky have 
shown him to be. 

ALLEN’S STRING. 

D. Allen has in his string of thirteen two Derby 
candidates--Vidette, the property of John Good, 
and Chandler, owned by L. B. Fields. He thinks 
well of Vidette, and pronounces him the best 
colt he ever trained... The colt has been off, he 
says, but is coming round, and he hopes to make 
a good showing with him in the Derby. Cnanuler 
has also been ‘‘wrong.’’ He is now going well, 
opportunities considered, anc there is a reasona- 
bie probability that he will be a Derby starter. 
A few days of fine weather would determine the 
question. 

Teuton is in Hardy Durham’s string of thir- 
teen. Hardy says he does not know whether the 
colt will start ornot. Secretary Brewster says 
he will, the owner being his authority. 

Metal is in the stable of O. O. West & Co. The 
veteran Orville was outon the track yesterday 
morning watching the horses. He volunteered 
the information that he was only kind a-lookin’ 
out.“ his son doing the training. When asked 
his opinion about the Derby he said: Proctor 
Knott will win it. He ought to have won the 
Kentucky Derby, and would have done it if he 
hadn’t swerved.

Albert Cooper. who trained Todd for the Derby 
of 1887, stood inside the fence around the stable 
where his horses are quartered and scrutinized 
the horses as they passed to and from the track. 
He complimented Jim Gray on the fine appear- 
anee of his lot, which he thought good enough

The idea is 
said to be a catching one, the owners of sev- 
eral other steamers having decided to follow 
the example, hoping to increase their earn- 
ings fully 100 percent by the change. Of 
course the turning of compartments into cat- 
tle stalls will not exempt the vessels from 
subjection to the regulations governing pas- 
senger steamers, and it would seem that 
plenty of opportuaity will be afforded for 
thorough inspection by the authorities. It 


can scarcely be possible to insure due clean- 


liness on the westward trip under such con- 
ditions, and the chances are it will not be 
attempted too strongly by the officers unless 
they are forced to it. 6 


Tun discovery of a new kind of glass was 
much talked of a few months ago and won- 
derful stones told of its vast superiority over 
the best hitherto used for optical instru- 
ments. According to one enthusiastic writer 
the new medium was about to increase by 
more than a thousand times our ability to 
spy out small things and study the appear- 
ances of large ones, These promises have 
not been verified, and it is now tolerably cer- 
tain they will not be, as the material has 
been subjected to scientific test. But the re- 
sult 1s satisfactory, nevertheless, In a re- 
cent issue of the American Journal of Science 
C. S. Hastings gives the result of his experi- 
ments. He was furnished with a piece large 
enough to permit him to make out of it an 
object lens of two and three-quarters inches 
diameter. With this he examined several 
test objects in the heavens, including double 
stars, the rings of Saturn, and five of his 


satellites. The average seeing obtained was 


about equal to that available with an object 
glass of three and a half inches diameter. 
The advantage gained being proportional! to 
the square of the lineal dimension, the ratio 
of value is nearly one and five-eignths, or, say, 
fully one and a half. The new glass will 
give 50 per cent better definition, or that 
much better seeing than an instrument 
of equal size fitted with lenses made from 
the glass now in use. Hence, though it does 
not furnish sufficient power to permit a sight 
of „the ultimate atom,“ or to show people 
living on the moon, it may. be regarded as a 
valuable aid to scientific investigation, prom- 
ising to materially increase human knowl- 
edge of the constituuon of thingson the 
surfaces of this and other worlds. Its superi- 
ority appears to consist in the fact that it 
does not break up the rays of light as they 
pass through it so much as other glass does. 
In other words, it causes a much smaller 
amount of chromatic aberration.

We are 
Jsjti men, banded together for the purpose of 
freeing Jsfmboe and elevating the position of the 
Jsjti race. The lamp of the bitter past plainly 
points out our path, and the first step on the road 
to freedom is secrecy. We believe that desti- 
tute of secrecy defeat shall again cloud our 
brightest hopes, and believing this we shall hesi- 
tate at no sacrifice to maintain. Be prepared, 
then, to cast aside, with us, every thought that 
may impede the growth of this holy feelin 
among Jsjtinfo, for once a member of the b 
you must stand by its watchword of secrecy, 
obedience, and love. With this explanation, are 
— prepared to take our obligation and perform 

duties! 

After further questioning, the following 
oath, commanding him not to reveal the se- 
crets of the order under pain of death, is ad- 
ministered: 


I (name in full] do solemnly swear, in the pres- 
ence of Almighty God, that I will labor while life 
is left me to establish and defend a republican 
form of government in Jsfmboe; that I will keep 
Strictly secret the name and everything connect- 
ed with this ce from all not entitled to know 
such secrets; that I will obey and comply with 
the constitution and laws of the ce, and that I 
will faithfully preserve the funds of the ce for the 
cause of the Jsjti; revolution alone as spécified in 
the constitution; that Iwill deem it my special 
duty and mission to promote and foster senti- 
ments of union, brotherly love, and nationality 
among all Jsjtinfo; that I take this obligation 
without any mental reservation, holding the 
same forever binding upon me, and that any vio- 
lation thereof or desertion of my duty to the 
brotherhood is infamous and merits the severest 
punishment, so help me God. 


After the adjuration from the Commander, 
„Keep it as you value your hfe,” aud from 
the Junior Guardian, Keep it at the HAZARD 
of your e,“ the initiation is complete. The 
members of this revolutionary society are al- 
leged American citizens who, when they be- 
came such, took another oath not only re- 
nouncing “all aliegiance and fidelity to 
every foreign Priace, potentate, state, or 
sovereignty,“ but deciaring that they would 
support the Constitution of the United 
States. This oath seems to them to be of lit- 
tle consequence as compared with the oath 
of the United Brotherhood, by which, under 
pain of death, they swear to keep secret the 
details of their plots and conspiracies against 
a foreign Government with which their own 
Government is at peace. 

The secret methods of this unconstitu- 
Uonal and revoiutionary Ku Klux organiza- 
tion are not pleasant revelations for Ameri- 
can readers. They show that while the en- 
tire membership may not be responsible 
there isa faction within that membership 
which is antagonistic to every principle of 
law and order, which is violating the laws of 
nations, which is breaking the obligations of 
the Federal Constitution it has sworn to sup- 
port, and is disregarding the first and sim- 
plest duties of American citizenship. It is 
time that these men were made to under- 
stand that their operations are not in con- 
sonance with American principles or Ameri- 
can institutions, and that the American 
people have no sympathy either with 
their conspiracy of dynamite and force 
against a foreign Government or with the 
disgusting and brutal methods of assassina- 
tion and terrorism pursued against each 
other at home.

PROPER USE OF THE JOHNSTOWN FUND. 

The decision of Messrs. Raymond and 
Washburn, the Relief Committee of the Chi- 
cago Board of Trade now in Pittsburg, not 
to hana over their funds, amounting to $17,- 
000, to the Relief Committee of the Pittsburg 
Chamber of Commerce, is wisely taken 
under the conditions contained in their dis- 
patch of the 8th to Mr. Seaverns, the Presi- 
dent of the board. They are right in their 
assertion that the money was subscribed for 
the relief of actual sufferers and not for the 
purpose of cleaning or grading streets or of 
removing débris. This work and all other 
sanitary measures clearly come within the 
police duties of the State, and it has been 
the inaction of the State authorities during 
the last ten days which has forced upon the 
local relief committees duties which do not be- 
long to them and consequently has already 
caused a misapplication of the relief funds 
and diverted them, though without any 
wrong intention, from the real purpose for 
which they were subscribed. Itis absurd 
for any one to claim thatjthe committee of the 
Chicago Board of Trade is unwilling to do 
its duty in the premises or has any intention 
to slight the claims of sufferers. It simply 
wants to know where the money 1s going and 
to be sure that it is distributed in a manner 
that will aid the suffering. Messrs. Ray- 
mond and Washburn therefore are faithful 
custodians of the funds and their rigid per- 
formance of duty isa guarantee that when 
tne money is distributed it will not go to pay 
for work which it is incumbent upon the 
State authorities to perform. 

The Pittsburg Commercial-Gazetle, which 
has the best of opportunities for estimating 
the full extent of the disaster both to life 
and property, has presented statistics of pop- 
ulation and survivors in the flood area which 
make it certain that the loss of life will be 
less than 5.000 and probably that it will not 
exceed 3,000, It has also presented other fig- 
ures, which show that the property losses 
have been magnified ten or tweaty fold. 
From the assessment rolls and other official 
data it figures that the financial loss at 
Johnstown will not be above $5,000,000, As 
samples ot the wild estimates that were 
made it shows that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road corporation will lose only about $1,000,- 
000 instead of $10,000,000, and the Cambria 
Iron Company only about $500,000 instead of 
$5,000,000, as wus at first stated. Even with 
these deductions the loss in life and property 
is sufficiently frightful, but this should 
not warrant any misappropriation of 
the money which has been so generously 
contributed. Besides clothing and provis- 
ions there has been raised neariy $5,000,000 
in money, which sum, if properly and judi- 
ciously applied, should be more than suffi- 
cient to relieve the sufferers until they are 
able to support themseives. Whatever is left 
might well be devoted to the flood sufferers 
in Central and Southern Pennsylvania and 
in Maryland, whose losses have hardly been 
considered in view of the overwhelmiug 
character of the disaster at Johnstown; ora 
portion of, the money might be sent to Seat- 
tie, if it shall appear that the people of that 
burned-out city need it. The exaggerations 
of the Conemaugh Valley flood were fortu- 
nate, inasmuch as they have resulted in the 
collecuon of a sum sufficient to care not only 
for the Johnstown sufferers but for those 
elsewhere, provided the original contribution 
is contined to its legitimate purposes and is 
not made to do the work which belongs to the 
State of Pennyslvania. 


SIGNS OF WEAKENING IN THE sOLID 
SOUTH. 
Our esteemed contemporaries south of 


Mason and Dixon’s line are so engaged in 


time nor disposition to keep up the secticnal 
assault on Northern Republicans. The 
trouble mostly grows out of the tariff issue, 
though the disposing cause of the present 
imbroglio is a lecture read to the Southern 
Democrats by the New York Herald because 
they follow leaders who ignore “real 
questions like the tariff ana for selfish 
purposes inflame their fears and prejudices.” 
In reply to this the Augusta (Ga.) Chronicle 
gets one leg clear out of the party by clamor- 
ing for high tariff and free whiskv, though it 
apparently does not see that the internal rev- 
enue must be retained to pay pensions, which, 
if Corporal Tanner had his way, will other- 
wise speedily bankrupt the National Treas- 
ury. It says: 


The Heraid is correct about one thing, and we 
warn our low tariff and internal revenue friends 
on that important issue that we will lose West 
Virginia and Old Virginia, New Jersey. and Con- 
necticut if the Democratic party in Nationai con- 
vention favors the reteation of the internal rev- 
enue system and a tariff for revenue only. We 
would have serious doubts of North Carolina if 
those planks were in the platform. 


Now, on the other hand, comes the Savan- 
nah (Ga.) News and locks horns with the 
Chronicle. It wants tree trade, butin its ar- 
gument for it singularly enough falls into 
Puck's error by charging that whatever de- 
pression there is at the present time is due to 
‘tne laboring ciasses themselves in following 
the lead of the Republican party last Novem- 
ber and believing its promises. In answer to 
this we repeat that the Republican party 
made no promises either as to increased 
work or increased wages. The times are not 
hard, except in railroad construction and in 
allied industries where less iron and 
coal are used. The increased and con- 
stantly extending use of gas and oil in the 
districts of Pennsylvania, Ohio, West Vir- 
ginia, and Indiana, and to a certain extent in 
this State, undoubtedly has caused adecrease 
of mining and thrown men out of work tem- 
porarily. South Chicago, for instance, is 
using oil, thus cutting off a large daily con- 
sumption of coal, and two or three stokers 
to attend to the faucets are doing the work 
of twenty or thirty. Gas also is coming into 
use rapidly for heating, lighting, power, in 
glass, smelting, and other works. The over- 
done railroad construction is beginning to 
slacken up because its promoters cannot 
float their bonds. In that line and in certain 
affiliated trades there is a falling off. But 
after ali the laborers did not follow the lead 
of the Republican party. They voted for 
Clevelund and free trade.

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NEEDS OF : THE E CHICAGO POST-OFFICE. 

It has been impossible at any ume during 
the last twelve years to open even momenta- 
rily the eyes ot the Washington Post-Office 
authorities to the fact that this city was 


growing more rapidly than any other place 


in the Unitea States, and that there was con- 


sequent necessity for the increase of its pos- 
tal facilities. This was especially the case 


auring the last Administration, when the 
growth was most rapid and the need the 
greatest. It was not for lack of appeals from 
the local authorities. It was not because 
Postmaster Generala Vilas and Dickinson 
were ignorant of the expansion of the city, 
but because that Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
erat who has special contro! of the subject 
was a Southern man, who could not get it 
through his head that Chicago was of more 
consequence than Atlanta or Mobile. Thus 
itcame about that the second post-office in 
the country is more shabbily treated than a 
fifth-class one, that its carriers walk more 
miles and carry heavier loads than those of 
any other city. 

It is time that this should end and that the 
business-men and other citizens of Chicago 
should be as well treated as those of Brook- 
lyn, Philadelphia, Boston, and other places 
which handle less mail matter and contrib- 
ute tar less to the revenues of the depart 
ment. Postmaster Sexton has written, stat- 
ing the urgent demands of the office, but 
that is not enough. To get what he needs he 
will have to fight for it. What is given to 
one place must be taken from another. Those 
which have too much must give up some- 
thing to those that have too little. Of course, 
every office will make a fight to keep what it 
has, or to get more, and those who fight the 
hardest will have tne best show. A com- 
mission of Post-Office officials will be here 
Wednesday to look over the ground, Col. 
Sexton will doubtiess plead his case strongly. 
He will explain the present need ot carriers 
and aiso that the 29th of this month 200,000 
people will be added to the population of the 
city, and that they must have decent mail 
facilities. A business-man himself, he can 
tell of the growth of the material interests of 
the city and of the necessity for merchants 
and others getting their letters in better sea- 
son than they nowdo. He can show how, 
through no fault of his, drop-letter service is 
far below what it should be, and thatit takes 
more time fora letter to go from one part 
of this city to another than from here to 
Boston. 

Then when the commission has finished 
the Postmaster should pack his valise and go 
on to Washington to enforce in person the 
recommendations it willmake. He wili meet 
with no unfriendliness there. While Mr. 
Wanamaker isa Philadelphian he has a branch 
house here, and must therefore know some- 
thing of this city. While Mr. Clarkson’s 
duties relate specially to tne ousting of men 
who are notin harmony with the great prin- 
ciples on which this Government is run and 
replacing them with those who are, yet itis 
certain that he will do what he can for Chi- 
cago. But the fact remains that Congress 
did not appropriate money enough to meet 
the demands of all the post-offices. There- 
fore there will bea struggle between them 
as to which shall fare the best. In such con- 
tests the early bird generally gets the worm. 
New York was first on the ground and will 
get a generous slice of the disposable funds. 
Philadelphia will not be slow in urging its 
claims. So Col. Sexton should start for 
Washington before it is too late. It does not 
doto be too modest under present circum- 
stances. , 


BRUNO HAS CONQUERED. 

Sunday’s dispatches from Rome stated that 
Pope Leo was much depressed in mind, and 
that he had spent three days in his private 
chapel *“*absorbed in prayer.“ The cause of 
this melanchgly and of these devotions was 
the unveiling in the presence of thirty thou- 
sand Romans of a statue to that arch-heretic 
Giordano Bruno, who was tried by the lu- 
quisition during the pontificate of Clement 
VIIL, was burned on the Campo di Fiori 
Feb. 17, 1600; and whose ashes were scattered 
to tne four winds like those of Wycliffe, 
Huss, and many another martyr. For many 
months the Pope labored with the Italian 
Government to prevent what he considered a 
terrible blow at religion. Protestant churches 
could be tolerated in Rome, where doctrines 
were taught which would once have swiftly 
sent those who uttered or even believed them 
to the scaffold, but to do honor to the mem- 
ory of a schismatic, to cast contempt on the 
verdict of the Inquisition, was something in- 
tolerable. But King Humbert refused to 
yieid, and an Italian Deputy delivered tne 
oration at the unveiling, in which he eulo- 
gized Bruno and declared that that day there 
was born “a new religion of free thought 
and liberty of conscience which would be 
worse for the Papacy than the loss of tem- 
** poral power.“ 

But what had the Dominican monk who 
unfrocked himself and wandered from uni- 
versity to university teaching and writing, 
winning the favor of nobles and of Princes, 
said or done that he should be burned and 
that the Pope of today should think it a scan- 
dal that his counterfeit presentment in bronze 
should adorn a Roman square? He hau 
taught the eternity of matter, a plurality of 
inhabited worlds, and the preéxistence of 
soul monads. He had, while still in the 
monastery, given away certain images of 
saints, retaining a crucifix only, whence it 
was imputed to him that he despised the im- 
ages of the saints. He had also said toa 
novice, who was reading the history of the 

even Joys in verse, that the life of the 
Holy Fathers would be more edifying. He 
had cast doubts on transubstantiation; he 
had taught, it was charged, that in God there 
Was no distinction of persons; that souls 
created by the operation of nature passed 
from one auimal into another; that the friars 
should not be permitted to dispute nor enjoy 
their revenues, because they defiled the face 


of the earth; that the Divine Spirit was not 


a third person; that the life which proceeded 
from this Spirit was immortal, as well in 
bodies asin their souls, all being immortal, 
there being no other death than division and 
congregation; that the monks were pedants, 
avaricious, dissolute, and the breeders of 
eternal dissensions. Furthermore, he had 
scoffed at Aristotie and upheld tne teachings 
of Copernicus. He disavowed all teachings 
contrary to the dogmas of the church, but 
his philosophy he would not recant, though 
again and again urged to do so. 

And for such sentiments as these they 
nearly three centuries ago kept men in prison 
for seven years and then burned them. 
There has certainly been progress since 
then. The Catholic Church, wiser and better 
than in the days when it was trying to put 
down heresy with tire ana sword rather than 
with reason and ergument. would never now 


sof the Constitution. 


dreammof punishing one of its sons for hoid- 
ing the doctrines of Bruno. If he were a 
priest and taught them it mignt tell him to 
keep his mouth shut, and if he refused to 
obey might relieve him from priestly duty, 
but his body would be safe from harm. It 
would hold that the greater part of what 
Bruno taught was pure philosophy, which 
had nothing to do with religion. It might be 
silly, he might be mistaken, butit was not 
heretical, 

The laymen of Italy have outstripped the 
church, however. They have more than toler- 
ance for the heretic—they have enthusiasm. 
As Galileo once said, in spite of priestly 
threats, The world does move ’’—yes, even 
his own Italian world. It has moved so fast 
and so far that it can do honor to the most gen- 
ial and attractive of the Italian philosophers 
of the renaissance, even though he was burned 
under one Pope and another spends days in 
prayer to preserve Rome from what he con- 
siders the disgrace of his statue. 


FACTS FOR EX-REBELS OF THE SOUTH. 

The Richmond Dispatch, which is arguing 
with great ardor ana in detail that secession 
was a constitationa! right, the war for the 
Union a tyrannical usurpation, and the 
emancipation of the slaves an illegal act and 
a violation by Lincoln of his oath of office, 
complains that Northern papers will not put 
before their readers an extract from the Vir- 
ginia ordinance ratifying the Constitution in 
which it is claimed the right to secede was 
reserved. Tur Tumor has printed the ex- 
cerpt referred to several times, and the gen- 
eral opinion of readers in this part of the 
country appears to be that it contains noth- 
ing at all antagonistic to sound doctrines of 
nationality and union. Tue TrRipuNE would 
now suggest that the Dispatch put before its 
readers certain utterances of high authority 
which bear on the Bourbon dogmas it is seek- 
ing to preserve and propagate, Certain ex- 
tracts from decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court would furhish Southern read- 
ers great enlightenment as to the right of the 
Federal Government to suppress rebellion, 
free the slaves, and reconstruct the rebel- 
lious States. Will the Dispatch give them to 
its readers? 

The Federal Supreme Court, universally 
conceded to be the highest judicial body in 
the world, has passed on many of the great 
issues involved in the Rebellion and given 
them lucid exposition according to the prin- 
ciples of nationai and international law. The 
Dispatch might enlighten its readers by citing 
the following deliverance of the Supreme 
Court: 


A political society which attempted to separate 
itself from the Union did not destroy its identity 
as a State nor free itself from the binding force 
Hence, all its acts during 
the period of rebellion are obligatory on the 
State now. except those in aid of at rebellion 
or in conflict with the Constitution and laws of 
the United States or intended to impeach its au- 
thority. At no time were the rebellious States 
out of the pale of the Union. Their rights under 
the Constitution were suspended, not destroyed. 
Their constitutional duties and obligations were 
unaffected, as a citizen is stilla citizen though 
guilty of a cm me and visited with punishment. 


This 1s sufficientiy explicit as to any sup- 
posed right of a State to secede and free 
itself from the binding force of the Constitu- 
tion.” Its identity and its obligations re- 
mained undisturbed, just as would be the 
case with an individual who should attempt 
to defy the law and be punished in conse- 
quence. In another case the Supreme Court 
said: 


The United States acted both as belligerent and 
as sovereign. As belligerent she enforced her au- 
thority by capture; as sovereign she recalled her 
revolted subjects to allegiance by pardon and 
restoration of rights. 


* Revolted subjects were not“ let alone 
when they tried to destroy the Union and 
free themselves from the authority of the 
Constitution, nor under such circumstances 
could “wayward sisters“ be permitted to 
departin peace. The question was whether 
the National Government would defend and 
preserve its life or not. As tue sovereign 
power it had to subdue its “revolted sub- 
jects“ and then restore them to full citizea- 
ship by pardon. 

The Supreme Court has said also: 


The war in the United States was accompanied 
by the general incidents of an international! war. 
. AS Waris necessarily atrial of strength 
between the belligerents, the ultimate object of 
each is to lessen tne strength of his adversary or 
add to his own. Whatever is necessary to ac- 
complish this end is lawful, and each belligerent 
determines for himself what is necessary. 


For these reasons Lincoln had the same 
right to destroy the slave property of the 
Rebels that he had to confiscate their mules, 
horses, crops, provisions, cotton, or anything 
they owned. The purpose was to subdue the 
insurgents, and anything recognized by the 
laws of civilized war that would do that was 
justifiable. the Supreme Court has declared 
that ‘‘the overshadowing, efficient cause of 
the war was African slavery,” and hence in 
the exercise of the war power Lincoln could 
hardly have done better than to strike at the 
cause of the revolt. For a long time he 
refrained from the use of his full power 
as Commander in Chief in time of war, 
but he did so only on the ground of expe- 
diency, and fiaally determined to cripple the 
Rebels by destroying their slave property. 
He had as much right to free the slaves as to 
confiscate a mule or an ox. In peace he 
could seize no citizen’s lawful possessions, 
but in war it was only a question of expe- 
dienpcy when he could confiscate any property 
the Rebels had and lessen their strength by 
any means known to civilized war. The 
Rebels who tried to take themselves out of 
the Union did not succeed, but their consti- 
tutional rights were suspended by their own 
act, and they were exposed to the war power 
of the Government until subjugated and re- 
stored by pardon to full citizenship. 


. THE EXPOSITION BUILDING. 

An old and well-known architect writes to 
THE TRIBUNE suggesting that the domes of 
the Exposition Building be taken down and 
the roof-trusses inspected and if need be re- 
paired. He says that the building was hasti- 
ly erected in 1873, that the trusses are ofa 
construction now abandoned by the best en- 
gineers, that the timbers must have decayed 
somewhai, and that the trusses must have 
settled from the weight of the domes, which 
are rocked by the wiud. It is possible that 
the fears of the correspondent are not justi- 
fied. The best way to prove it will be by a 
thorough inspection of the structure. It 
may be that the Exposition Company is not 
flush with funds. Still it will be wiser to 
spend some money in seeing if there are any 
defects, and remedving them if they exist, 
than to take the chances and wait possibly 
till the building, struck by a high wind, falls 
on the heads 6f thousands. Money spent on 
inspection of this kind is never wasted. Had 
there been more used that way by railroads 
there would have been fewer accidents like 
the one at Ashtabula bridge. Nor would it 
be a bad idea for the city government to 
keep a closer eye on structures the weak- 
ness of which may imperil human life. 
There are no dams here to be looked after, 
but there are bridges and viaducte which 
should be the subject of constant scrutiny. 
The Johnstown dam disaster was due to 
faulty construction and the neglect to make 
necessary repairs. Similar errors may be 
committed hera though on a smaller scale, 
both by the municipality and by individuals, 
It will do no harm to overhaul the Exposi- 
tion Building, and it may save many lives.

INCREASE IN WINTER WHEAT AREA. 


June Reports to the Department of Agri- 
culture—Condition of Spring Wheat. 

Wasuineton, D. C., June 10.—The June 
returns of the Department of Agriculture 
show a slight increase in winter wheat area 
seeded, but the breadth harvested may be 
possibly a million acres more than in tne last 
crop, largely from Kansas and California. 
The seeded and harvested areas in Kansas 
will this year be nearly identical, and the 
large area in California, which is cut for 
wheat in years of low yield, willin part be 
harvested for grain this season. The ques- 
tion of areas will be tested later as thorough- 
ly as possibie by a partial local census at va- 
rious points. 

The condition of winter wheat still re- 
mains comparatively high, though it has 
fallen three points during the last month 
and averages 93 for the country. 

The following State averages are given: 
New York, 96; Pennsylvania, 9%; Maryland, 
98; Virginia, 97; Georgia, 95; Texas, 88; Ken- 
tucky, 56; Ohio, 88; Michigan, 90; Indiana, 
90; illinois, 92; Missouri, 98; Kansas, 98; 
California, 98. 

The area of spring wheat has apparently 
increased about 3 percent. The preliminary 
estimates show a loss of 3 per cent in Wis- 
censin and 1 in Minnesota, and a gain of 1 in 
Iowa, 3 in Nebraska, and 7 in Dakota, with 
an increase in the mountain region. 
Further investigation may disclose the 
changes of the year. more exactly. 
The condition of spring wheat is high ex 
cept in parts of Dakota, where it has suffered 
from drouth. Averages are as follows: Wis- 
consin, 96; Minnesota, 98; Dakota, 88; Ne- 
braska, 98; lowa, 98. The condition is gen- 
erallyw high in the mountain districts. The 
average is nearly nivety-five for the entire 
spring wheat area. 

An increase of 2 to 3 per cent in the area of 
oats is reported, while the condition is seven 
points below the normal standard of a full 
crop. 

The area of barley is about the same as 
last year and its average of conditson 95.

WIND STORM IN NEW YORK STATE. 


Much Damage Done iu Jefferson and Lewis 
Counties—Fioods in Indiana. 

Utica, N. V., June 10.—A terrific wind 
storm passed through Port Leyden, Lewis 
County, and the lower portion of Jefferson 
County about 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 
overturning trees, fences, and buildings and 
doing much damage. One house was picked 
up and carried about 100 feet. The most 
damage was done in a path about eighty rods 
wide, though trees and fences were over- 
turned in à wide territory. The cyclone was 
caused by storms coming from two direc- 
wons and uniting north of this city. From 
the point of uniting the direction was nortb- 
easterly. 

The reports that come every hour bring 
news of greater destruction to property in 
Lewis County and in the southern part of 
Jefferson County. In Port Leyden the build- 
ings and sheds of the iron works were total- 
ly demolished. Scarcely a chimney is to be 
seen in Port Leyden, and the streets are sim- 
ply impassable because of the débris from 
trees and houses. At Phinney settlement, 
six miles from Port Leyden, Mr. and Mrs. 
Phinney were seriously injured. They were 
carried in their house about thirty feet, and 
were injured intrying to escape from the 
building in its progress. 

A special from Camden says that Mrs. 
Spain, who resided in the Town of Florence, 
was killed by her house failing upon her. 
This is the only fatal case yet heard of.

It will cost $5,000 to $8,000 to put it 
in repair. Dr. Chapman, the pastor, lost his 
library, and his household goods were greatly 
damaged. Our other church buildings in the dis- 
trict suffered little, unless it was one or two 
smaller ones up the Conemaugh Valley. down 
which the flood came. There everything was 
carried away. 

Our people suffered about as others. Many 
perished, others lost everything, and there 1s 
nothing there to be bought if they had the 
money. | 

I do not like to advise as to benefactions, but I 
can tell you our arrangement. Money has been 
sent to this office from all quarters, and after 
consultation with Dr. Chapman of Johnstown 
and brethren nere we have decided to hold it for 
the present, using such sums as may be neces- 
sary to meet all cases coming to our knowledge, 
and have the remainder for use when the tighter 
pinch will come, a little later on, and the general 
sympathy has subsided. As soon as Dr. Chap- 
man and his people begin to get on their feet 
they will find tneir wants and the wants of those 
about them and we can supply them.

Machinery Used in Clearing the Gorge— 
Board of Trade Funds Withheld. 

Pirtsspure, Pu., June 10.— [Special. — The 

members of the Chicago committee sent here 


by Mayor Cregier have been the first persons 


atthe scene of tne disaster to make ciear- 
headed suggestions. There is no doubt that 
the Pittsburg committee having matters in 
charge will proceed to act on some of these 
suggestions. ‘The advice given consisted 
mainly in suggestions to use machinery for 
the purpose of removing tne gorge at the 
Pennsylvania bridge and the wreckage in 
the city, as well as the purchase of ready- 
made houses. This would cut down the ex- 
penses énormousiy. No such large numbers 
of workmen would be required, and the work 
would be expedited. 

The Chicago committee intormed the Pitts- 
burg gentiemen that a Chicago lumber mer- 
chant would furnish all the ready-made 
buildings required at a low rate, probably 
5100 apiece. These houses are 24x24, and can 
pe shipped to Johnstown and put up there iu 
an hour. The Pittsburg committeemen 
thought the scheme a good oné and decided 
to hold a meeting to consider it. 

Messrs. Onahan, Rend, and Ballard left for 
Chicago on the 1 o’clock train today. Accom- 
panying them were Charles L. Raymond and 
Edward S. Washburn of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. The latter gentlemen had come 
with a subscription of $17,000, but left with- 
out turning the sum over to the Pitisbure 
committee. ‘They found that the committee 
was using part of the money contributed by 
outside cities for the purpose of removing 
débris, and, having instructions that the 
money should go to relieve the immediate 
necessities of the sufferers, they were a lit- 
tle doubtful as to the propriety of turning 
over the funds. They had not heard the 
Governor’s decision from any authentic 
source, nor had tne secretary of the Pitts- 
burg committee, who urged the Chicago 
Board of Trade mento withhold the money 
until they were perfectly satisfied all was 
just and proper. Messrs. Raymond and 
Washburn left with this intention. 

The members of the Pittsburg committee 
are all well pleased with the result of the 
conference with Gov. Beaver. We had a 
full day’s conference with the Governor in 
Johnstown yesterday,“ said William Me- 
Creery, the Chairman of the committee. At 
his request the committee agreed to continue 
tbe work of removing the débris and taking 
out the dead till Tuesday night, when ths 
State will assume authority in every way— 
will clear up the town,*with its rivers and 
streets, take out the dead, and pay all bills 
out of the State Treasury.

General Financial Notes. 

New YorK, June -10.—|Special.]—The traders 
returned to business this morning convinced of 
the correctness of the views they formulated 
Saturday—that the market would sell off. Lon- 
don was out of the way—Whit-Monday being a 
bank holiday there—and the Chicago & Alton 
Road seemed determined to break up the Inter- 
State Railway Association. Besides. gold was 
going outin iarge amounts, and were not many 
heavy operators anxious for lower prices in order 
to get back the stocks they had sold ata profit? 
Well, the traders sold, but somebody took 
their stocks at every concession, and after a 
couple of hours of that sort of thing they stopped 
selling and started to cover. 

The result is a smart net advance all along the 
line this evening except in the Grangers, which 
are practically unchanged. Jersey Central sold 
up to the highest point for many years. The 
trusts were buoyant and conspicuous in the 
trading. National White Lead shows a total of 
nearly 48,000 shares dealt in, whereas St. Paul, 
the most active of regularly listed stocks, falls 
short of 30,000. Messrs. Harriott and Groesbeck 
again sold several thousand shares of lead, but 


it rose just the same. 

Sugar refineries show an even sharper ad- 
vance, much of the buying being on points 
from Boston. Chicago Gas can hardly be classed 
with the trusts, since itis now regularly listed 
and makes full reports. American Cotton-Seed 
Oil, too, was more active than ary listed 
stock except St. Paul and Lake Shore. It is 
still being manipulated, apparently for the pur- 
pose of acquiring stock, and not a word is per- 
mitted to leak out here of the statement which 
comes from St. Louis that quarterly dividends of 
1 per cent will be inaugurated at an early day.

* AGAINST CANADIAN LUMBERMEN, 


The Appraised Value of Imported Box 
Shooks Raised by the Board, 
OTTAWA, Ont,, June 10.—[Special.|—An im- 


portant gathering of the lumber kings of Michigan 


and the Eastern States, representing $20,000,000, 
took place at Rouse’s Point last week to attend 
the Court of Appraisement on the question of the 
value of the box shooks exported from Canada 
by the G. B. Eday Manufacturing Company. R. 
G. Horr, ex-member of Congress, represented 
the Michigan interests. After a long investiga- 
tion and a thorough weighing of the tariff ques- 
tion a decision was given against the Ottawa 
lumbermen. Mr. Eddy has heretotore 
entered box shooks at the United 
States Custom Houses at the rate of 89 
per thousand, feet board measure. The Michigan 
manufacturers of merchant. box shooks repre- 
sented to the Treasury Department at Washing- 
ton that they could not compete with the Cana- 
dian manufacturers and that they were confident 
that the Canadian article was passed by the cus- 
toms officers at toolow a rate. The Board of 
Appraisers established the value for entry at 
$15.30. This is an increase of 60 per cent, and 
will paralyze the business of making box shooks 
here. Mr. Eddy will transfer that part of his 
business to the United States. His exports of 
box shooks amount to $60,000 annually. 


A POOR DAY FOR THE BULLS. 


Wheat Opens at an Advance, but Drops 
Away at the Close,

The closing price 
for July was about Wc lower than Saturday, and 
after the close of the regular session, when the 
Agricultural Bureau reported an increased acre- 
age of winter and spring wheat, and only about 
3 points decline in the previously excellent condi- 
tion of the former, a further decline of lec was 
brought aboutin the surreptitious dealings on 
the curb, July being quoted at 3 p. m. down to 
70880. Corn was firmer on too much wet and 
diminishing receipts, and provisions were flat.

DEFECTIVE WORK OF LEGISLATORS. 


Bills Acted On by the Illinois Legislature 
Left in an Unsatisfactory Condition. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., June 10.—[Special.]—The 
work of compiling the laws passed by the 
late General Assembly is being pushed rapid- 
ty forward by the Secretary of State. Three 
bills, however, have been found to be de- 
fective. These are House bill 380 for an act 
to amend Au act in relation to the levy 
and collection of taxes for sewerage and 
water-works, etc., in force July 1, 1883; 
House bill 21, An act to amend Secs. 2 and 


3of an act concerning hedge fences along 


highways in this State, ia force July 1, 1883”; 
and House bill 543, an act to amend the 
law of 1869 governing fire insurance com- 
panies. The latter is defective in that it 
seeks to add Sec. “30” to the law author- 
izing mutual companies now organized to 
avail themselves of the advantages of the 
law as amended. The title of the bill does 
not refer to this-section, which renders the 
section void. 

Under decisiors rendered by the Supreme 
Court in numberless cases these defects are 
ali material to the validity of these acts. In- 
asmuch, however, as the Governor has 
passed upon and approved these laws, the 
Secretary of State will be compelied to pub- 
lish them with tne rest. After they become 
operative, however, it is quite likely the Su- 
preme Court will be called upon to pass upon 
their validity, and that they will then be de- 
clared void. 

Considerable interest has developed as to 
the outcome of the action of Representative 
Jones (of Sangamon) in regard to Senate 
bill No. 293, providing for return of premiums 
by insurance agents, for which he claims the

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AMERICAN SUPREMACY IN BEHRING SEA 


The Question Regarded by Canadians as 
One Difficult of Solution. 

Ottawa, Ont., June 10.—Phe Behring Sea 
question promises to prove more difficult of 
solution than ail the other international dis‘ 
putes at present existing between her Britan- 
nic Majesty and the United States. Strange 
reports and rumors regarding the attitude of 
the American Government have reached Ot- 
tawa. It is said that American gunboats and 
men of war laden with shot and shell are to 
Maintain the exclusive sovereignty of Uncle 
Sam in the icy waters of the Far North, and 
at the same time dispatches are flashed from 
Vancouver that Canadian vessels, embold- 
ened by the success of last year’s hazardous 
voyages, are again gettiag ready for Behring 
Sea. The crewsfor the most part are com- 

sed of men who. if the chances were favora- 

le, would not scruple to offer armed resist- 
ance to an American revenue cutter. 

The proposal of the British and Canadian 
Governments to erect elaborate defenses at 
Esquimault, B. C., the western key of the 
Dominion, would indicate that England has 
no intention of relinquishing her fast hold on 
the American continent. The San Francisco 
papers profess to be alarmed at the intended 
precautions for defense, and regard them as 
a menace to the United States. Several of 
them have gone so far asto advocate the ac- 
quirement of British Columbia. 

Work on the fortifications will begin some 
time this year, but the plans have not yet 
been finally adopted. It is proposed to buiid 
a series of forts guarding the approaches to 
Esquimault, the headquarters of the British 
squad ron in the North Pacific. Here also are 
an arsenal and dry dock, the latter con- 
structed by the Dominion authorities at a 
cost of over $1,000,000. England, apparently 
means business on the Pacific coast. What 
with wars and rumors of wars, she does not 
propose to neglect to keep open her new and 
alternative highway from the Orient.

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| WANT TO HELP THE ALTON 


IMPORTANT DECISION OF THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE BOARD, 


The Alton Road Demands an Equalization 
‘of Traffic According to the Gentle- 
men’s Agreement — Decision Rendered 
by the Board Which It Is Doubt ful if 
Competing Lines Will Obey—Unfair Dis- 
crimination in St. Faul Rates Against 


Chicago Shippers—Other Items. 

The most important decision yet given by the 
Executive Board of the Inter-State Commerce 
Railway Association was rendered yesterday. It 
is in regard to the demand recently made by the 
Alton for a divisien of traffic in accordance with 
Paragraph 17 of thé “gentlemen's agreement,” 
Which provides thas “the Executive Board 
shall, from time to time, on the 
application in writing of an ac- 
credited representative of any com- 
pany the President of which is @ member of 
this association, take such steps after full hear- 
ing of all parties in interest as may be proper, 
requisite, and legal to secure to each company 
its due share of the competitive traffic.” The 
Alton based its claim upon the ground that the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul by unfair means had de- 
prived it of its proper share of the live stock 
trafic from Kansas City to Chicago, 
and that it could not recover the busi- 
uess unless the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
was compelled to divert to the Alton enough of 
the business to give it its due share, or allow it 
to make a differential rate until 1t had recovered 
its proportion of the traffic. The arguments 
were made before the Executive Board—Chair- 
men Walker and Midgley, Mr. Faithorn, the third 
member, being absent—last Wednesday, and it 
was rather a surprise that the decision should be 
given so soon after the hearing of the argu- 
ments. It was thought that the arbitrators 
would find it rather difficult to devise means for 
a division of competitive traffic that would be 
„proper, requisite, and legal to secure to each 
company its due share. But they surmounted 


the difficulty in an ingenious manner, and the 


remedy suggested can hardly be claimed to be a 
violation of the anti-pooling clause of the Inter- 
State Commerce law. It will be found 
quite difficult, however, to get the roads 
to comply with the recommedations 
of the board, inasmuch as none of 
the lines, including the Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
are likely to admit that they are getting more of 
the traffic than tney are justly entitled to. The 
decision 1s as follows: 

The undersigned, having considered the ap- 
12 of the Chicago & Alton, heard Juue 5, 
889, in respect to the competitive live-stock 
trafic from Southwestern Missouri River 
points; the provisions of Article 17 of the agree- 
ment under which application is made undoubtéa- 
ly contemplated that the entire competitive traffic 
in the territory in question shall be considered; 
portions or classes of such business are to be 
taken up in view of their relation to or effect 
upon the aggregate traffic. This course has been 
ursued in arriving at the result reached by the 
xecutive Boara in the present case. It is 
found that the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
during the current year has obtained a 
roportion of the live stock traffic from 
ansas City largely in excess of the share which 
it should receive in order to effect an equitable 
distribution. The methods by which this result 
has been reached are not important for the 
present purposes. The principles by which this 
association is governed require that the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul restrict its live stock 
traffic to an amount not exceeding two train 
loads per week until the inequality is 
correctea, of which notice will be given. 
For the present all other lines will 
remain open to shippers without change in rates 
or in facilities. Sofaras the diversion can be 
properly controlled the benefit thereof should be 

ven for the time being to the Chicago & Alton. 

t is not considered necessary at present to indi- 

cate the method to be adopted for this purpose. 
In case, however, results are not at once ap- 
parent or the course taken is found to be disad- 
vantageons to owner interests it may become 
necessary to advance the rate on such 
line or lines as receive an unreasonable propor- 
tion of the traffic. and the right is reserved to 
make that recommendation or to propose any 
other arrangement adapted to “accomplish the 
result above indicated. The matter is also held 
open for further consideration in respect to 
other lines should occasion arise. The Executive 
Board recommends immediate consideration by 
managers of the question of establishing a joint 
agency for the handlng of the traffic in ques- 
tion. It believes that this method will put an 
end to favoritism and discrimination among ship- 
pers. will greatly reduce expense of receiving 
and transporting the freight, will act as a check 
upon all kinds of irregularity and controversies, 
and will be in various ways a great advantage to 
both shippers and railroads. It therefore suggests 
the appointment of a committee to take i the 
matter in conjunction with the Executive Board 
for the purpose of formulating a definite arrange- 
ment to that effect.“ 

The question now arises: Will the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul comply with the decision of the 
board and confine itself to the transportation of 
two train loads of live stock from Kansas City a 
week? “The opinion is that it will not. It now 
carries more than that each day and the 
relinguishment thereof would make a large hole 
in its revenues. But even should it feel inclined 
to do so in order to prevent trouble, it is doubt- 
ful whether it can control the business so as to 
carry no more than zwo train-loads a week. 
Should its patrons demand that the stock 
should go over its line and none others it is hard 
to see how it can refuse to carry it, or 
how it can divert it to other lines. 
The common law of the country requires that a 
common carrier must transport the freight over 
the route designated by the shipper. Besides 
the business relinquished or refused by the St. 
Paul might be given to other lines than the 
Alton, and in that case the latter road would not 
be better off than itis now. The proposition 
that in case of failure of the above 
scheme all lines except the Alton ad- 
vance their rates until the latter has secured its 
proper share is not considered practicable. An 
advance in rates for the purpose of evening up 
traffic would be met with bitter hostility by 
Western shippers, and would no doubt result in 
a reduction in local rates by the Railroad Com- 
missioners in the Granger States. The object 
sought it is claimed by railroad officials, 
including those of the Alton, may be 
gained by leaving the rates as they ure 
by all lines and making a reduced 
rate | the Alton or any other line that may run 
behind. But this would establish a precedent 
for making differential rates, and with this princi- 
ple once established there would be no end of 
demands for differential rates by inferior or cir- 
cuitous lines, and for this reason most of the 
rouds are bitterly hostile to differential rate 
propositions. In any event the carrying out 
of any of the propositions would depend entirely 
upon the honesty and good faith of the various 
railroad companies, and that those virtues are not 
among those in which railroad officials excel has 
already been well established. Even the heavy 
— provided for violations of the Inter 

tate law do not prevent railroad companies 
from resorting to ways that are dark and tricks 
that are vain.“ and it is therefore not probabie 
that the railroads will of their own impulse deal 
fairly with each other. 


Too Great a Disparity in Rates. 

The meeting of the Western and Northwestern 
Divisions of the Western Freight Association, 
which will be held at Chairman Faithorn’s office 
today, will have to act upon the question of re- 
ducing loeal freight rates between Chicago and 
St. Paul. All efforts made during the last week to 
bring about a restoration of the rates on through 
traffic have falled. The last hope relied upon 
the action of the special committee appointed 
by the Northwestern roads last week to meet 
with the representatives of the Lake Superior 
lines at St. Paul last Saturday. The failure or 
this committee to accomplish anything has 
destroyed all chances of securing an advance in 
through rates for the present, and the railroads 
are now compelled to reduce the local rates 
from Chicago to bring them into closer 
conformit with the through rates. The

Action Postponed.

East-Bound Freight Shipments.

tons, against 38,409 tons for the week previous, 
an increase of 6,782 tons. The improvement is 
almost entirely due to an increased movement 
in dressed meats and provisions, grain shipments 
remaining light as before. 

The total shipments of flour, grain, and provis- 
ions from Chicago through to seaboard points 
and for export by the various Central Traffic As- 
sociation roads during the last week amounted 
to 17,468 tons, against 14,758 tons for the 
week previous, an increase of 2,705e tons. 
The total shipments for the correspond- 
ing week last year were 14,166 tons. 
Flour shipments were 1,561 tons, grain 8,059 tons, 
and provisions 7,843 tons.
